No. 5,693,223) and Nakaso (U.S. Patent No. 5,360,544) disclose similar apparatus and 
Lacey (U.S. Patent No. 6,280,619) discloses spin welding. The case has been allowed 
because the recited combination of steps would not have been obvious from Yamada 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,693,223), Nakaso (U.S. Patent No. 5,360,544), and Lacey (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,280,619). 10/389,626 has been considered with regard to double 
patenting. However, the snap-on species is considered to be patentably distinct from 
the spin weld species. As such, there is no double patenting issue between 10/389,626 
and the instant case.
